Election and Restriction

1. This application, as best u nderstood , contains claims directed to the 
following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Species A - directed towards claims 14, 18, 23, 24, 25, a lid assembly. 
Species B - directed towards claims 15, 19, 20, 26, 27, 28, a lid assembly to 
include an actuator. 

Species C - directed towards claims 16, 17, 21, 22, a lid assembly to include at 
least one articulated arm articulated on the lid about a first axis which is 
spaced apart from the front axis. 

Species D - directed towards claims 29, 32, a convertible vehicle. 

Species E - directed towards claims 30, 33, 34, a convertible vehicle to include 
an actuator. 

Species F - directed towards claims 31, a convertible vehicle to include at least 
one articulated arm articulated on the lid about a first axis which is spaced 
apart from the front axis. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. As best understood . Examiner has identified 
the Species (A, B, C, etc.) but Applicant may amend, with a detailed explanation, 
the composition of each species (A, B, C, etc.) to include associated/respective
